interests and infirmities; how can it be hoped that 
the fervor of his spirit shall be maintained, or that 
he will not grow cold and thoughtless like the 
world to which he is chiefly devoied. Prayer is 
the strength of virtue, and the chosen nurse of 
piety ; it drives away temptation, it ives fortitude 
in trial, it imparts power to faith, it brings future 
things p esent, and grants a furetaste of heavenly 
bliss. He that lives in prayer lives an angel of God, 
and will learn to be devoted to him with the ardour 
and constancy of an angel. His heart is in heaven, 
and he has his conversation there. But where 
this duty is neglected his conversation is on earth, 
and therefore he cares for little but earthly things. 
Here is his employment, his hope, his home; spi- 
ritual devotion never revives his longing after im- 
mortality, and it becomes languid, cold and ex- 
tinct. 

We may, therefore, fairly attribute much of the 
religious indifference of the Christian world, to the 
neglect of this refreshing and animating duty ; and 
if we would look for the revival of a deep and genu- 
ine religious devotion, it must begin with a more 
explanatory periormance of this duty.

Heat oF THE GLopr.—We observe a curious 
paper in the Acnals of Piilosophy on a very in- 
teresting subject. The writer shows from a great 
number of observationsin mines, tha: the tempera. 
ture increases very regularly as we penetrate deep- 
e: into the crust, and that in the British mines gen- 
eially, the laborers who work at (he depih of 13u0 
or 1400 feet, or one fourth of a mile from the sur- 
face, live in a temperature (80 to 82) higher than 
that of Jamaica. Mr. Bald, of Alloa, published 
some facts im the Edinburgh Philosophical Journal 
some years ago, and Mr. Diubuisson gives others 
relaiing to the mines of Saxony, which establish 
the same conclusion. The writer in the Annals 
thinks that the increase in England is about one 
degree of Fahrenbeit for every 10 or 12 tathoms 
of descent. Hlence we have reason to conchide, 
that itis not any particular local circumstances 
which generate the heat in smail springs, but that 
hey merely derive their waters from reservoirs, 
situated at a great depth. Pursuing this idea, the 
Bath waters, which have atempera'ur of 116, may 
be supposed to come from the dept! of three 
fourths of a mile, and at the depth of two miles 
downwards we should find the temperature of boil 
ing water. This may be considered one of the 
Most interesting truths lately added to Naural 
Philosophy. 





Epaminondas, without all doubt, was one of 
the greatest generals, and one of the best men, 

which Greece ever produced. Before him the 

city of Thebes was not distinguished by any me- 

morable action, and after him it was not farnous 

for its virtues, but its misfortunes, till it sunk into 

its original obscurity; so that it saw its glory 

take birth and expire with this great man. The 

victory he obtained at Leuctra had drawn the 

the eyes and admiration of all the neighboring 

people upon Epaminondas, who looked upon him 

as the support of Thebes, as the triumphant con- | 
queror of all Sparta, as the deliverer of 
Greece : in a word, as the greatest man, and the 
most excellent captain, that ever was in the 
world. In the midst of this universal applause, 
so capable of making the general of an army for- 
get the man for the victor, Epaminondas, little 
sensible to so affecting and deserved a glory, 
‘* My joy, said he, arises from my sense of that 
which the news of my victory will give my fa- 
ther and my mother.” 





INDIAN CONJUGAL AFFECTION. 

In the vear 1762, (says the Rev. Heckewelder’s 
interesting account of the American Indians) I 
was witness toa remarkable instance of the dis- 
position of the Indians to indulge their wives.— 
Chere was a famine in the land, and a sick Indian 
woman expressed a great desire for a mess of 
Indian corn. Her husband having heard that a 
trader at Lower Sandusky had a little, he set off 
on horseback for that place, one hundred miles dis- 
tant, and returned with as much corn as filled the 
crown of his hat, for which he geve his horse in 
exchange, and came home on foot, bringing his 
saddle back with him. 





Power of the Arctic Dogs.—Captain Parry has 
given an interesting account of the power of these 
animals, and of their great use in dragging anchors, 
cables, boatsand stores of all kinds, from the Hecla 
to the Fury, which they performed with asto- 
nishing ease and expedition. ‘It was a curious 
sight,” says Capt. Parry, to watch these useful 
animals walking off with a bower anchor, a boat 
or a top mast, without any difficulty; and it may 
give sone idea of what they are able to perform, 
to state, that nine dogs of Captain Lyon’s dragged 
1611 pounds a distance of 1750 yards in nine 
minutes; and that they worked in a similar way 
between the ships forseven or eight hours a day. 
The road was, however, very good at this time, 
and the dogs the best that could be procured.” 





From the Sportsman’s Magazine. 

In the beginning ot Juiy 1818, a gentleman on 
his way by water from Westminister at Blackfriar’s 
Bridge, felt his curiosity excited by observing the 
crafi which line the river on both sides, crowded 
with spectators, gazing with anxious eyes on some 
object on the surface of the water.

On 
quiring into the exhibition, he fours! that the per- 
sonage thas launched upon so perilous an enter 
prise, was Usher, the professional grimacier of the 
Covurg theatre, whose aquatic feats of this descrip- 
tion had acquired him much celebrity, and who on 
this occasion had laid a wager of ten guineas to 
perform a voyage from Blackfriars ‘(o Westminister, 
in the fratl bark which we have just described. 





Grex. La Farerte av Yorx.—At the siege of 
Yorktown, while the fleet of Count de Grasse 
was blockading the harbor to prevent supplies 
from reaching the British, the Count received 
positive orders from France to proceed to St. 
Domingo, at acertain date. General Washington, 
well knowing that upon the fleet depended his 
chance of success, went personally on board the 
Ville de Paris, the flag ship.of De Grasse, and en- 
deavoured, by every 2 his power, to de- 
lay his departure—but Mm vain; the Count showed 
his written order, where it appeared that the 
time had already elapsed. General Roghambeau 
next went—but with no better success. In this 
dilemma, the youthful, the virtuous, the great La 
Fayette, determined to use Ais influence in behalf 
of his adopted country—* Remain, (said he,) and 

I will bear you safe to the King—remain, and I

The Emperor takes occasion to 
censure all the commissioners, and orders the in- 
dividual in question to pay the deficiency out of 
his own property.

WILL OF BONAPARTE. 

The last will of Napoleon Bonaparte has just 
been published, in the form of a pamphlet, in 
French, and English, by Mr. Ridgeway of Lon- 
don. The following passage, appears to p.s- 
sess the chief interest in this very curious docu- 
ment :-— 

“ Napoteon.—This 15th of April, 1821, at 
Longwood, Island of St. Helena. This is my 
testament, or act of my last will :— 

“J die in the Apostolic Roman religion, in the 
bosom of which I was born more than fifty years 
since. It is my wish that my ashes may repose 
on the banks of the Seine in the midst of the 
French people, whom! have loved so well. 1 
have always had reason to be pleased with my 
dearest wife Maria Louisa. [retain for her, to 
my last moment, the tenderest sentiments; I be- 
seech her to watch, in order to preserve my 
son from the snares which yet environ his in- 
fancy. 

I recommend to my son never to forget that he 
was born a French Prince, and never to allow 
himself to become an iftsteument in the hands of 
the triumvirs who oppress the nations of Eu- 
rope; He ought never to fight against France 
or to injure her in any manner; He ought to 
adopt my motto, ‘Every thing for the French 
people.’ 1 die prematurely assassinated by the 
English oligarchy and its ***. The English na- 
tion will not be slow in avenging me. The two 
unfortunate results of the invasion of France, 
when she had still so many resources, are to be 
attributed to the treason of Marmont, Augereau, 
Talleyrand, and La Farerre. I forgive them 
may the posterity of France forgive them like 
me. I thank my good and excellent mother, 
the cardinal, by brothers and sisters, for the in- 
terest they have continued to feel for me. I 
pardon Louis for the libel which he published in 
1820; It is replete wlth false assertions and fal- 
sified documents. I disavow the ‘ Manuscript 
St. Helena,’ and other works, under the title 
* Maxims, Sayings, &c.’ which persons have been 
pleased to publish for the last six years. These 
are not the rules which have guided my life. I 
caused the Duke d’Egnhien to be arrested and 
tried because the step was essential to the safe- 
ty, interest, and honour of the French people, 
when the Count d’Artois was maintaining, by 
his confessions, sixty assassins in Paris. Under 
similar circumstances I would act in the same 
wav.” 
The remainder of the will contains a very great 
number of bequests too long for insertion. 


EUROPEAN AFFAIRS. 


From fate English papers, received at New-York. 











On the 2d Aug. the degree of M. D. was con- 
ferred on 109 students in medicine by the uni- 
versity of Edinburgh. 

The damage sustained by the recent inunda- 
tions in Bohemia, amount, it is said, in only three 
of the circles of that kingdom to 1,080,000 flo- 
rins. A Jarge district af Switzerland, had also 
suffered by a hail storm. 

The British government has ordered the es- 
tabl'shment of regular Packets to Vera Cruz, 
Carthagena, and Laguira. 

The prospect continued favorable for an abun- 
dant harvest in England and Ireland. 

Various statements are given in the London 
papers of the capture of Ipsara. Those from 
Smyrna uniformly represent the Greeks to have 
behaved in a cowardly manner. One letter, of 
July 6th, says :— 

“About 10 or 12 of the best Greek vessels 
with the richest Greeks on board with their fa- 
milies, auc it is said the public treasure, escaped 
at the very onset of the business. They sailed 
out of port, telling their betrayed countrymen, 
that they would attack the Turks at another quar- 
ter of the island, and cause a division !” “ All the 
fire ships, and about 12 or 14 armed vessels of 
the Greeks were destroyed (burnt) by the Turks 

an 18 or 20 of the former struck their colors, 
and had the Turkish flag flying when the last ac- 
counts came away.” “The fleet will go next to 
Samos, which will most likely be attacked in a 
very tew days.” We have just learned offici- 
ally that the island of Samos has sent in its sub- 
mission to the Porte.” 

Another letter from Smyrna, dated the 10th of 
July, states that the Captain Pacha had 80 ves. 
sels, large and small, when he attacked the island 
of Ipsara, and having landed 14,000 men, it was 
unnecessary for the Turkish fleet to fire a gun. 

The sea was covered with the bodies of the 

Greeks, who endeavoured to escape in small boats 
and vessels so heavily laden, that they sunk.— 
The Albanian Greeks made some resistance, but 
were repulsed, after killing about 500 Turks.

doubt have many secret friends. The Greeks 
appear quite dismayed by the full of [psara.” 

Speaking of the late disaster in Greece, a wri- 
ter from Frankford observes—“ The Albanese 
who betrayed the Ipsariots have reaped the due 
deserts of theirtreachery. All the springs of crime 
and intrigue are at this moment at work, and 
torrents of blood are about to flow.

The outriders were similarly arrayed, 
with the addition of gorgeous yellow housings up- 
on their horses.—The ground in the centre of the 
field where the General alighted was much higher 
than any other on which the troops were formed, 
and consequently afforded him a commanding 
view on his first entrance.—I was really a glorious 
sight—throughout the whole area not a soldier 
was seen beyond his proper bounds, and the orders 
were obeyed in the most prompt manner.—The 
General having returned to the point of entrance 
afier the first salutation, he there alighte', and 
the barouche then returned to the centre again — 
The word being given, the whole line, amounting 
to about 10,000, presented arms, and the General, 
supported by Governor Shulze and Major General 
Cadwallader on the right, and Captain Dallas on 
the lett, tollowed by the aids of Major General 
Cadwallader, commenced the review. —HUaving in- 
spected the troops around the whole line, the Gen- 
eral mounted to review the officers, who constitu- 
ted a line of several hundred yards in length. Ar- 
riving on the right of this line, General Cadwalla- 
der, who accompanied the barouche on horseback, 
observed,—“ These are the General Officers of 
Pennsylvania, not on duty, who have assembled to 
pay you their respects.” ‘To which Gen. La Fay- 
ette, rising in bis carriage, replied,—‘* Gentlemen, 
I have great pleasure in meeting you here to-day. 
I feel very grateful for your attentions. I thank 
you for them, and shall bear them in remem. 
brance.”—Having reviewed this line, the General 
again dismounted, and received the marghing sa- 
lute, under the command of General Cadwallader, 
and expre-sed great satisfaction with the appear- 
ance and conduct of the troops.—The General then 
re-ascended his barouche, and the order for taking 
up the line of march wae given. The different so- 
cieties had formed in open ofder, and extended 
from the first arch, in the Northern Liberties, a 
istance of three miles. The first brigade passed 
on between the ranks of the societies ; the societies 
then fell into their respective places, the second 
brigade followed, and the whole procession was 
closed by the corps of the New-Jersey Cavalry.—

for the occasion.—Arrived at Fourth street, in the 
Northern Liberties, the procession passed under an 
arch thrown across the street, supported by two 
lesser arches over the side walks, Over the prin- 
cipal arch were thirteen stars, large and brilliant, 
representing the thirteen original states. The in- 
scription upon this arch, was,—“*A Nation’s thanks 
to Freedom’s Friend.” At the corner of Vine and 
Fourth streets, stood another splendid triumphal 
arch, constructed, apparently, of massive hewn 
stone The arch was formed by thirteen blocks, 
each bearing the name of one of the original states, 
with the name and arms of Pennsylvania on the 
Key Stone. The motto was as fellows: “ The 
Sons of Freemen welcome the Hero who ‘ burned 
to shed his best blood in the cause of liberty.’” 
On the left of the base, was painted a female fi- 
gure, with the inscription—** Prosperity the r sult 
of Industry.” On the right, the figure of the Ge- 


sult of bravery.” On the reverse of the arch, were

, German American Beneficial Society, the Coopers, 
i the Butchers. on horseback, the Waggoners Car- 
ters and Draymen on Horses, the Citizens and Far- 
mers. The whole city seemed to hove arrayed 
itself in all its glory and beauty and strength, at 
once to witness and adorn the majesty of the spec- 
tacle. The houses in some places were actually 
damaged in the attempt to make them convenient 
for beholding the procession—sashes and even fan 
lights over the doors were taken out—and along 
the whole line, hundreds of stages were erected 
and rented at a cértaif price per seat. It was re- 
markable that while the cround was covered with 
men, the windows and doors above were filled with 
females.—The fashionable part of our city seemed 
determined to exhibit the perfection of taste, in 
the beauty of the decoration of their persons. The 
waving of handkerchiefs from hundreds of snowy 
hands was incessant. As the General massed the 
United States Bank, the Patriots of ’76,each bear. 
ing his banner with 76 in large letters upon it, en. 
; countered his gaze. ‘The effect was electrical — 
| The Patriots cheered him as he passed, waving 
their banners, and the General rose, and saluted 
them most respectfully with three low bows. In 
Chesnut street, wreathes were cast by the ladies 
to the Barouche, as it passed When he arrived 
lat the Arch, the First Peigade formed. double line 
facing inward, and presented arms, The General 
| passed up, followed by the Cemmirttee, and alight- 
|ed under the Arch, passed through it, and was re- 
| ceived on the walk by the Committee. The Civic 
| Arch which crosses Chesnut street in front of the 
| Hall of Independence is constructed of frame work 
| covered with canvass, and painted in perfect imi- 
| tation of stone. The plan and general features 
are somewhat similar to thé triumphal Arch of 
| Septimius Severus, at Rome. Its dimensions are 
| 45 feet front by 22 feet in depih, embracing a base- 
iment story of the doric order from which the great 
| arch springs, to the height of 24 feet above the 
pavement of the street. The spandrils or abut- 
| ments on each front are decorated with figures of 
| Fame, painted in basso felievd, having their arms 
extended and mutually holding a civic wreath over 
ithe key-stone of the As The wings on each 
he centre avon a the Tonic order, being 
i decorated with niches and Statues representing 
| Liberty, Victory, Independence, and Plenty, each 
| having’ appropriate mottos inscribed in correspond- 
|ing pannels. The whole of the building is sur- 
mounted by an Entablature 30 feet from the pave- 
ment, aod supports a flight of steps, in the centre, 
upon which is placed the arms of the city, execut- 
| ed in a masterly manner by Mr. Sully. On each 
side of the arms are placed the statues of Justice 
and Wisdom, with their appropriate emblems, 
sculptured by Mr. Rush im his best manner, Phis 
truly imposing and highly decorative work of art, 
was designed by Mr. Strickland and executed un 
der bis superintendance by Messrs, Warren, Dar- 
ley and Jefferson, scene painters of the New Thea- 
tre. The superficial surface of painted canvass 
amounts to upwards of 5,000 square feet. 


After the General had been received by the 
Committee, he walked on the covered way prepar- 
ed for tim to the door of the Hall of Independence, 
the people rending the air with acclamations.— 
The Hall has been fitted up in the most splendid 
manner. The Room is 40 feet square, the walls 

| and ceiling painted with stone colour, the windows 
| hung with scarlet and blue drapery studded with 
stars. In the east side stands a statue of the im- 
mortal Washington, in a recess which was former- 
| ly occupied by the Chair of the Speaker of the first 
Congress. B.hind the statue there is an azure 
star drapery suspended from spears and wreaths. 
Vo the right and left of the statue hangs the Por- 
traits of William Penn, Franklin and Robert Mor- 
ris and Francis Hopkinson. The intermediate 
spaces are fiiled with the Portraits of Greene, 
Wayne, Montgomery, Hamilion, Gates, Rocham- 
beau, Charles Carrol, of Carrolton, and Gov, 
M:Kean. Over the door of entrance is placed the 
celebrated Portrait of Washington by R. Peale, re- 
lieved on each side by crimson and azure drapery 
suspended from spears and taurel wreaths. On 
the right and left of the en'trave are placed the 
Portraits of Jefferson, Hancock, Acidms, Madison, 
Monroe, avd the venerable Charles ‘Thompson — 
Qn the north: and south the windows are draped to 
the floor with crimson and azure. the carpet of 
sMilar colours, and the jumiture ot mahogany 
tastefully and appropriaie}y disposed. The Gen-

In the evening, the General waited on severo) 
distinguished ladies of his former acquaintance.— 
At half past six o’clock the city was in a blaze of | 
light, with splendid transparencies in many of the | 
streets. Many of our wealthy citizens arrayed 
their windows with beautiful ornaments of marble 
and alabaster, and decorated them in a charming 
manner, with flowers of various bues, and lamps 
of gorgeous colours. The United States’ Bank | 
was a perfect anomaly in illumication, and sur-} 
passed any thing we ever saw or heard of. The 
lights were so arranged as not to be seen at all, 
and the doors being thrown open, so as to disco. 
ver the interior, the whole building presented the 
enchanting appearance of a palace of transparent 
marble. There was a sprivkiing of rain about 
seven o’clock—just enough to lay the dust. But 
four persons were taken up during the night 
and brought before the Mayor, There was not so 
much as a pane of glass broken, by design, in the 
City and Laberties. Very few, if any cases of ine- 
briety, were observed. The number of troops 
paraded, as reported to the Inspector General, 
was ten thousand. In ling, two deep, they extend- 
ed two miles and a quarter. 

On Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, the Ge- 
neral received visits at the Halli of Independence, 
from noon until three o’clock. A part of each day 
was appropriated for the presentation of addresses. 
On Wednesday afiernoon about five, he dined with 
the Corporation and about two hund:ed guests at 
the Mansion House Hotel.

The line of march was 
taken up about nine o’clock
